Thbee weeks ago, the colony of New 
South Wuloa waa in n aoundor state ■ t 
prn*ptrit)' thkri it hud ever been in 
before. It wai * prospe/ritj- unallnyrd 
hy ipeculBlion of excitement of tny kind. 
Every iriao wait at bis post, industriously 
dmliwirinp the dutic of the «tattnn to 
which the I'rovidence of Ooli hid failed 
him, Frullful ahtiwcta bud tetretihoil ,inil 
beau jiicd the earth. Tbc hopes of the 

X' itlturiit were cheered by the si(tn» 
h told him that good scs.-iona were 
returning — aeaaons bleiaed with the 
early and the latter rain, and crowned 
with abundant barrcstfi. The aheep- 
fnrmcr waa frlatltlened with good tiding!! 
from the great wool marlels of Europe, 
where his produce not only commanded 
remunerative pricei, but wu everywhere 
in incrcuing demand, with ele»r indicn- 
tiona that the demand would for aome 
yearn to come gain upon the nupply. The 
merchant and tho shopkeeper were doing 
• safe and profit ubls buaincss. The 
mauler tradesman waa full of nrden, and 
the mechanic full of work. The Ranks 
were (tourishing. their coffers teeming 
with coin, their diacounU representing 
the genuine transactions of Irtide, and 
their dividend* highly attiafaetory to the 
shareholder*. The enormous debt of the 
Hank of AiMlralia, which bad for year, 
r-rcaaed [ike an incubus upon a large 
portion or our community, had been fully 
and honourably discharged . rontidence 
hut! become per feet lyreatored. Credit waa 
untrammelled by miatruat or aunpiciun. 
Tor every nne knew that tho anirit of 
ranh f 1 pecitl»tion_ had been laid. The 
murks of thriving industry' met 
the eye ia all directions. 
( .'aim sat infliction with the present, and 
hopeful reliance for the fulure, were the 
pervadiag characteristics of all classes of 
me community. 

Compared with 1K10, when the colony 
wna at the giddiest height ofils fictitiou. 
prosperity, the early month* of IH3I 
wcte a* the glow of health compared 
e ith the du ll of fever, or as the cheer- 
fulness of a sound mind with tfac 
cc*tacie9 of inlo.iication. Compared 
wilh 1843, when the colony was at the 
lowest depth nF its prostration, the eatly 
aionlha of 1B51 were *a the light of noon 
oomuarol with tk bWrai!»i,(if mid. 
night, or ai the aerenity of an Australian 
spring with the horrors of an arctic 1 
winter. But if we attempt to compare ' 
the Rrst four months of the present year. - 
when Australian gold waa a thing un- 
thought of, with the lltat two week* of 
the current month of May, when Au*. 1 
iTeJian cold ia the onfy thing thought of, I 
we shall be at a loss for any metaphor ' 
that can adequately illustrate the I 
Mopendnufl change. If we were 
to any that the colony has 
been panic-stricken, that the whole po. 
pollution has gone mad, we should use a 
bold figure of speech, but not much loo 
Imld to indicate the fact. It is an ir the 
(renins of Australia had ruddcnly rushed 
from the skies, and proclaimed through a 
trumpet whose atrainn rc-rerhcrate from 
mountain to mountain, from valley lo

"Ore most extravagant prices, and 
thai if merchant* wwh to And 
the best market in the world for their 
commodities, they must aead their ship* 
to Port Jackson as fat as wind, wave*, 
and steam, can carry then. 

And they H-tVf do to, and that right 
early. In our C«as«*wcia( Inlclligmr* of 
Saturday, it is alalad that many articles 
have gone up fifty per cent., and that 
price* keep advineing still, each arrival 
from the mining district giving • fresh 
impetus to ■peculation. And are the 
speculators so infalaated as to imagine 
that tbix will lait ? Are they ao blind 
as not to nee, that they are provoking a 
reaction which will tell most disaetrously 
against themselves? Can they assign « 
valid reason why they should hate done 
a* they have been doing, and 
at they are doing yet? Can they 
show that these enormous advance! 
in pricei are at all nnvaaary .' 
The gold has neither hi ere sard our pa- 
pulation, nor diminished our Mock*. 
We have the same number of mouth* 
to feed, the time number of 
backs to clothe, and the same 
meana of doing both, in the month 
of May ai we had in the month of Aptil. 
And although we shall forthwith have a 
large immigration from the adjacent colo- 
nics, (hat immigration will be accom- 
panied, perhaps preceded, by a propor- 
tionate importation of goods. Kvery 
hundred persons who leave a neighbour, 
ing colony will to that extent diminish 
the drain on that colony's supplies, and 
enable it, to that extent at irntt, to 
become an exporter to our shores l whilst 
the extravagant prices we are paying will 
induce it lo drain iUelf of articles which 
under other cireomatancrs might have 
been deemed indtaptnaable to il* own 
want*. We may real assured thai what- 
ever can lie spared, and more than what 
in ordinary lime* rtmid be • pared, will 
be shipped off for Sydney, without a 
moment s avoidable delay, from every 
port in which the extremity of our case 
sh l'1 be made known. And we venture 
to predict, a* men far better qualified 
than ourselvea to judge on the *ub. 
joet also predict, that prim will 
etta** Sfflfs a-i rapidly at Mey Afire yone 
up, Ere many week*, the Sydney market 
— Kmeralle speaking, not even now de- 
ficient- — wilt be glutted. 

A* for the effect* which may Ih ex- 
pected to follow from the arrival of the 
news in England, we shall make that the 
subject of a future paper. All wc need 
now »ay ia, that whilst it ia certain we 
(thall have plenty of emigrants, it is 
eo^illy certain we shall have plenty of 
merchandise too. 

In tbi* trying emergency, our flunks 
have an important part to play ; and the 
bitter experience of by-gone year* ought 
to be a guarantee that they will play it 
well. The rampant spirit of speculation 
must necessarily revive the old trick of 
titr-tyim). Let the Hank* be careful not 
to encourage it* player* by lending them 
''ring. If all paper on which there is the 
■lightest smell of (peculation be firmly 
rejected, the Hanks will have done a *nbl 
siantial service lo their country in it* 
hour of need.

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THE NEWS FROM THE GOLD 
Tut: excitement which has 



in 

Sydney during the but few day* was 
materially increased yesterday by the 
arrival from Bathurtt of several respect- 
able colonists, who left town about ten 
days since for the pur|>o*e of aaccriaining 
the exact nature of the recent gold dia- 
cavrrie*. Mr. Hi"ds<iw and Mr. A. C. 
iliteiws (of the firm of Mqht aKn 
Hnnww,) viho arrived by tho mail, 
brought down with them gold which 
thuy had purchased, valued at £1000. 
This included two lumps, one of 
which weighed /wf»-*i> mkm, and the 
other about twenty : it ii nearly pure 
gold, having hut a very small portion of 
quart* attached. The large ipecimen 
and tho smaller one, together wilh several 
piece* of about an ounce each, were 
found in one hole by a person named 
llnfjnsaaojr, residing in Bathurtt, On 
Saturday, a Uathorst blackamilh found 
eleven pound* weight of gold in one 
bole. In short, there i* no doubt that 
tbc creek in which the principal body of 
tbe miner* is now employed it richer 
than any place that ban been worked in 
California. 

It appears that theae large pieces are 
found in a bed of slate, which form* a 
sort of dam acros* the Rummerhill Creek 
jit the place where it is joined by the 
Lewit Pond Creek, On thu bar there is 
u ihin bed of boulder atones »nd pebbles, 
and on removing them a bed of mud a 
tew inches thick is seen, which is cleared 
away and discover! the tlate which is in 
terlical layer*; and In the interstices 
between the layer* of state the gold is 
found lying in (ump<. The earth on the 
banks of the creek ia found to contain 
scale gold, which )* obtained in the usual 
by washing the soil in cradles, 
which allow lhe gold to fall to the bottom 
as. the soil ia washed out. This, although 
there is not *uch striking individual in- 
■tance* of auccest, u co ruddered more 

firofitable on an average, than aeeking for 
ump* in the slate bed. 

A great amount of information on Ihe 
subject will be found in the papera given 
below, and we would draw particular 
attention to the fact that three writer*, 
without any communication with each 
other, dwell on the diatreai which must 
befal hundred* of the miserable dupes 
who have proceeded, and are proceeding, 
to the mine* without adequate means. 
A gentleman who arrived in Sydney yes- 
terday, counted eight hundred persons on 
the road between Bathurst and Parra- 
niatta, the greater portion of whom were 
without common neceetaries, and some 
of them were to destitute that ibey were 
actually begging far bread, and craving 
permission to sleep in outhouses or 
stable*. The result of this infatuation 
mutt be most diMatrotu, and it wholly 
inexctuable. a* many- of these person* 
hav* given up cotafortable. and what 
might have been permanent employment, 
each thinking that he i* to be the lucky 
man whoae lot il Ll to be to find a large 
lump of gold. 

Itiere it no reason to doubt that gold 
wiD b* found in many other district*, 
their geological feature* being the same. 
Indeed, we believe thai already gold hat 
been duvoovend at Lamb's Valley, near 
Mtitland.

Everything here i* exorbitant, flour 42a, 
a hundred, sugar 5cl. per lb. by the hag, tod a 
cradle which a foruiiehi ago any carpenter 
would htvu made far 10*. it now £3, To rnra- 
menee with any chance of aucceaa. requires au 
outlay of at leaat tm my own outfit oa one 
of a party, Including tharo of a tent, tools, 
&C-, btatde* hlankela, a munth'a ration*, with- 
out counting my horse or any expense 
before atarung from Rathunt, will be at 
lout £11. Many men ruthed there 
from Bathurtt and thu neighbourhood, but 
now sec their folly. A gctiilcnun here tells 
Die, that four men hnd been st him for employ- 
event as shepherd*, at Utile more than the old 
rate of wage*, and one man asked nu for em- 
ployment, producing hit character tnd dia- 
tliargc aa formerly, A man who had the 
wherewithal bi go anil din would not engaiie 
at any wage till he had tried hia hand, but as 1 
said before at least £10 of capital is resiuiaitie, 
and they that go without it m.iM starve or hire 
ot the mines, which i* heenminft very common 
1 believe. A party in town from the digginya, 
to-day, engaged a man to lake hia place st ten 
ihUlingt a dty, finding himaelf, at the moat 
exorbitant rates, Working hard, tleeping cold, 
and leading the life of t drig. 1 do not atate 
(hi* by way of diaeourteemcnt to those who 
si* in circumstances to romr, and ore ready to 
work bard, live hard, and encounter a ISathurat 
winter for the ehsnee of a lump of gold s but to 
induce people to provide themselves properly, 
instead rjf coming like fool* to ruin their hentlli 
without a chance of reward. The stupidity 
of nunyin this respect is almost beyond belief i 
number* I pawed on tho road without prnvi. 
*ion of any kind, either food, or bedding . one, 
an Irishman evidently, hud nothing whatever 
hut a pick without n handle, which he carried 
over hi* shoulder by the point, with the air of 
t laewttdCorter.miirchinitupim Mexico. Mime 
totally unfitted for tuch ahfc.t.ut the pmf ta- 
lity of those paaaed nre »tronjr, healthy men. in 
panic* of live and six, with a fair 
outfit, many of them with u pnek- 
borve or cart among them. Flvtn they, 
however, teemed to suffer sererrty from laying 
on the damp ground in such ruld fnwty nights 
aa wa have. After rnmmpn, inx to rise the 
lountalnt from tbc roieit on the first day's 
jeuntry they were til nute, and on the grin 
whenever the mine* were mmtioned ; but next 
morning tbey were miaeralde, and on the third 
day all I paascd were fagged and fnotnorc, with 
barely spirit to return " good day" to t piwaer 
by ; and yet thev had ent-ounler L sl neither Wei 
nor hunger. What will it he when winter 
fairly acta In. U'e must go through til stages 
of the fover, and thu sooner all would-be 
miner* are hero and cither settle to digging a* 
a butuiett, or return to their old employ- 
ment!, the sooner will it be oven ; hut lei them 
do it like sensible men, not like fooli and mad- 
men. The reports about ahepherda bolting 
are moat grossly exaggerated i many have done 
so, no doubt, and nre now at the mine* : but 
many tlao have relumed, disgusted with the 
hard work, and tome for want af mean* to 
work properly. Mr. Huttnr's shepherd* are 
staying aa contentedly at if there waa no gold 
in exuttenee, Nearly id] the small settlers 
have returned, and are putting in crops of 
wheat, aa being the safest gold mine for them. 
Kf cry thing along the road is quiet ; on the

by pmaihility be constructed into a cradle, or 
the rudeat imnginahle *uhstitutc for oar,- 
whilst some unfortunaU** were journeying 
wholly unprovided fur a dijt, under the expts'- 
trHirni, like the eclebruli'd MTilttingtim, nf 
finding Ophir paved with the "one thing 
needful." 

From the few panics whom we met re. 
turning triun the digging*, we made eager 
enquiries, and found their general re*]Km*oa 
to lie that they had done exceedingly well, 
hut that th"y were gciing to the settlement 
either for auppliea or for better maeldjierv-. 

After altring the night at a ■hephcrd's hut 
nlKiiit twelve miles from the aceae of aetion, 
we arrived hero etrly on Fridsy morning. 
The road, until within a mile or two of the 
lugginpi, ia rxecedingly good, il then aaaumes 
a very nigged, niountiujKnia character, with 
mmi! dilripulty passable by TOhieles. The
